Privacy advocates have long warned that users 
of Facebook and other social networks who 
seek amusement from quizzes like “What 
Simpsons Character Are 'You?” might be mor- 
tified by the way creators of such applications 
can access and potentially “scrape” personal 
information— not just about the quiz-takers, 
but their friends as well. 

Now, engaging in some online jujitsu, the 
ACLU of Northern California is employing a 
cautionary Facebook quiz of its own to illus- 
trate how quizzes that may seem “perfectly 
harmless” can release an array of data to the 
wider world. 

The app, titled “What Do Facebook 
Quizzes Know About Ythu?” delivers its 
answer by opening a window that scrolls 
biographical data, attributed comments and 
photos. 

More than 8,ooo participants have taken 
the ACLU’s quiz since it was quietly released 


a few days ago, the ACLU said Wednesday 
The group hopes to prompt Facebook to 
upgrade its privacy default settings for its 
users. Facebook, which boasts of building its 
success on creating an online environment 
users trust, said Wednesday that it has been 
actively policing its service in recent days and 
has disabled hundreds of applications, includ- 
ing some quiz apps, found to be inconsistent 
with Facebook policies. 

The text of ACLU’s quiz put it in ominous 
terms: “Once details about your personal life 


are collected by a quiz developer, who knows 
where they could end up or how they could 
be used. Shared? Sold? Turned over to the 
government?” 

The group acknowledged the irony of its 
approach: “We know it’s a little weird to warn 
you about Facebook quizzes by asking you to 
take a Facebook quiz— but at least you know 
who we are and that we have a real privacy pol- 
icy that we’re committed to upholding. Can 
you say the same for every unknown author 
of every quiz you or your friends take?”

FTC to ban most 
telemarketing Tobocalls’

Many of those annoying prerecorded telemar- 
keting calls will be history starting Sept. i. 

The Federal Trade Commission said Thursday 
that it is banning these “robocalls” to consum- 
ers, unless the telemarketer has written permis- 
sion from a customer that he or she wants to 
receive these calls. 

FTC Chairman Jon Leibowitz said American 
consumers have made it “crystal clear that few 
things annoy them more than the billions 
of commercial telemarketing robocalls they 
receive every year.” 

'Violaters will face penalties of up to $i6,ooo 
per call. 

Before the ban, consumers had to specifi- 
cally join a do-not-call list to avoid prerecorded 
telemarketing calls. But after Sept, i, consum- 
ers shouldn’t get most of these calls anymore. If 
they do get one, they can file a complaint with 
the commission online through ftc.gov or by 
calling 1-877-FTC-HELP. 

Consumers already on the National Do Not 
Call Registry should not be getting live and 
prerecorded telemarketing calls. But now, all 
consumers are protected from getting most 
robocalls. That leaves telemarketers with the 
limited option of making a live call to someone 
not on the registry 

“If consumers think they’re being harassed 
by robocallers, they need to let us know, and 
we will go after them,” Leibowitz said. 


THE FINE PRINT 

But there are exceptions-plenty of exceptions. 
Calls that are not trying to sell goods and services 
to consumers will be exempt, such as those that 
provide information like flight cancellations and 
delivery notices and those from debt collectors. 

Other calls not covered by the Telemarketing 
Sales Rule include those from politicians, charities 
that contact consumers directly, banks, insurers, 
phone companies, survey calls and certain health 
care messages such as prescription notifications. 
These don’t fall under the jurisdiction of the FTC, 
a commission spokesman said.

Cosmo Kramer had me at “giddyup.” 

The “Seinfeld” character with the bouffant ’do, Groucho Marx brows 
and long, lanky frame stood out even among his fellow quirky char- 
acters, He brought us the jimmy legs, a literal coffee table book and a 
propensity to slide, rather than stroll, into a room. 

But it’s been awhile since Kramer, or the actor who portrayed him, 
has invoked anything other than anger, as far as I’m concerned. Call me 
stubborn, but I am stiU not over Michael Richards’ “n-word” meltdown 
in 2006, 

I even considered boycotting the upcoming fall season of “Curb Your 
Enthusiasm” and rolled my eyes at the photo of him on Entertainment 
Weekly’s “Curb” cover this week. Why so serious? 

Despite his subsequent apology and excuse-making tour, I firmly 
believe that Richards revealed true racism in his attack on black Laugh 
Factory patrons.

Police officer kills man, 
wounds partner in 
lunch-hour incident

A Chicago police officer shot and killed a 
knife-wielding man in the Loop on Thursday 
and accidentally wounded his partner in the 
chest, but he was saved by his bullet-proof 
vest, police officials said. 

The officers initially had tried to subdue 
the man with pepper spray as he brandished 
a knife and threatened people, Supt. Jody 
Weis said. But when he grabbed an elderly 
man, one of the officers shot him and also 
hit his partner, Weis said. 

The unidentified man, in his 50s, was 
taken from 190 N. State St. and pronounced 
dead at 1:09 p.m. at Northwestern Memorial 
Hospital, according to the Cook County 
medical examiner’s office. 

The wounded cop also was taken to 
Northwestern but did not appear to be seri- 
ously injured, according to fire officials. 

The bullet struck him in the chest area of 
his vest, Weis said. “The vest was not pene- 
trated. He was not hurt other than probably 
going to have a bad bruise in the morning 
on his ribs.” 

The elderly man was not injured. 

The shooting occurred just before i p.m. 
outside the WLS-Ch. 7 studios near State 
and Randolph Streets, according to an offi- 
cer on the scene. Witnesses said they heard 
as many as four or five shots. 

“It probably is an incident of someone 
who is an aggressive panhandler,” Weis said. 
‘And then it just kept escalating. He pulled 
out a knife, he was threatening people. The 
officers tried to hit him with pepper spray, 
they did, no effect. He continued on and he 
kept escalating his actions. 

“They were in very close proximity,” Weis 


said. “The officer who was hit in the vest had 
actually had hands on the individual trying 
to disarm him. The other officer, in fear of 
both his partner’s life and the innocent vic- 
tim, he used his weapon, striking both the 
offender and his partner officer.” 

The officer who was wounded is 41 and 
has II years on the job. The other officer is 
40 with 16 years on the job. 

The scene attracted a huge crowd of peo- 
ple, many of whom had their eyes glued to 
the scrolling ticker on Channel 7’s window 
to find out what was going on. Others read 
out loud the news from their phones. 

Witness Bobby Polk said he saw the man 
holding an apparent hostage with “a butcher 


knife” to the person’s neck. 

“The policeman shouted ‘Stop, stop,’ but 
he didn’t and that’s when {the officer] shot 
him,” said Polk, 20. The man was burly, had a 
white beard and looked disheveled, he said. 

Another witness, Damir Dzhafarov, 26, 
said that just before hearing gunshots he 
saw the man on the north side of Randolph 
walking toward State with five officers trail- 
ing and surrounding him, their guns trained 
on him. 

The man had his hands up “defiantly, not 
like he was surrendering,” Dzhafarov said. 
“He constantly was saying ‘Tbu’re going to 
have to shoot me, {expletive} you guys,’ stuff 
like that.”

“To paraphrase Daniel Burnham, let me 
assure you that we shall make no small plans.” 

The company has three days to make a 10 
percent down payment, in addition to the 
$250,000 it posted to qualify as a bidder. 

The auction attracted more than 100 peo- 
ple— including bidders, media outlets, the curi- 
ous and a documentary film crew. 

Before the auction, the hallway outside the 
ballroom resembled more of a fashion show 
runway as people leaned against the wall to 
watch bidders register, grab their paddles and 
head into the ballroom. 

The bidding started at the suggested mini- 
mum bid of $300,000 but quickly rose. By 
the time it reached $10 million, there were a 
handful of bidders participating. By the time it 
reached $17 million, there were only two. 

The bidding pace slowed down when the price 
topped $20 million and then picked up again. 

Forty-five minutes after it began, paddle 
No. 273 was declared the winner.

One day after the Wrigley Field bleacher creatures were accused of 
being verbally abusive, even racist, they hurled unapologetic invec- 
tive at the right fielder before them, mocking the player’s speed, 
paltry power statistics and his team’s sorry record. 

That player, however, was Elijah Dukes of the Washington 
Nationals. 

Milton Bradley, the Cubs’ outfielder who made the allegation 
about the home fans, received nothing but sarcastic tenderness. 

“We love you, Milton,” catcalled Andrew Mehrhoff, 38, of 
Hinsdale. 

Two Tribune reporters in the stands for the entire game heard no 
vicious comments directed at Bradley, and nothing racial. 

Bryon Moore, 34, of Des Moines said he’d never heard racial 
insults during his visits to Wrigley 


“He’s just whining,” said Moore, who is black. 

Spectators interviewed by the Tribune were unanimous that 
Bradley’s complaints were proof of a thin skin, not a bigoted 
crowd. 

They said Dukes, who smirked at the fans’ taunts and made an 
occasional comeback, handled the jibes with far more aplomb. 

In the bottom of the ninth, Bradley had the chance to change a 
few minds. But with two outs, the Cubs down one and the tying run 
on second, he dribbled a weak grounder to second to end the game, 
capping an o-for-5 day and unleashing thousands of boos and a few 
bleacher curses. Still, nothing seemed over the line. 

“I don’t think the booing is racially motivated,” said Robert 
Marlow, 50, a black man from Hazel Crest. “It’s disappointment in 
his performance and what he’s doing. ... We brought somebody in 
paying {him] $30 million, so we expected more.”

University of Illinois faculty leaders Thursday 
urged the replacement of the school’s president 
and chancellor because of an admissions scandal 
that has rocked the state’s top public institution. 

‘An orderly transition to new leadership for 
both of these positions is in the best interests of 
this campus, and the university,” according to a 
statement approved by the 15-member Senate 
Executive Committee. 

While others around the state have weighed in 
on the future of President B. Joseph White and 
Chancellor Richard Herman, this marks the first 
time the faculty have taken a stand. Gov Quinn 
said Wednesday he would put great weight into the 
faculty’s position. 

The statement now goes to the full Senate, which 
is expected to vote on Monday There are 200 fac- 
ulty and 50 student members of the Senate. 

Ultimately, it is up to a newly reconstituted 
Board of Trustees to decide whether the top two 
leaders should stay White and Herman have both 
said they did not plan to resign. They could not 
be reached immediately for comment, but faculty 
leaders said they are both aware of the statement. 


Campaign finance 
bill vetoed 

Gov Quinn on Thursday vetoed the campaign 
finance bill that he hailed as landmark just a few 
months ago when lawmakers approved it, choos- 
ing to side with critics who say it is riddled with 
loopholes. 

“Many, many people felt that we should go back 
to the drawing board,” Quinn said at a news confer- 
ence surrounded by reform groups and Democratic 
and Republican legislative leaders. 

Later, as he signed the veto, Quinn said “OK, 
we’ll get the job done right.” 

The governor said he would work with lawmak- 
ers to come up with a stronger bill in the legisla- 
ture’s October veto session— although it is far 
from certain that will happen. 

The measure was a key piece of the ethics package 
pushed by Quinn and fellow Democrats who con- 
trol the legislature in May as they sought insulation 
amid the political fallout from the corruption arrest 
of former Democratic Gov Rod Blagojevich. 

Republican legislative leaders also attended 
and welcomed Quinn’s veto. But they repeatedly 
said they were shut out of the spring negotia- 
tions and that no new measure would work unless 
Republicans were included.

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For tanners, 
no sun is 
no problem

A clear winner has emerged from Chicago’s dreary, damp summer: tanning salons. 

A Better Tan, which has locations in Andersonville and Edgewater, has seen a 25 percent to 
40 percent uptick in business compared with last summer, general manager James Reed Johnson 
said. 

Nevermind that tanning salons are facing heat over a July report from the International 
Agency for Research on Cancer, which reclassified tanning beds from “probably carcino- 
genic” to “carcinogenic,” its highest cancer risk category 
Johnson said people are recognizing the need for vitamin D, which the body produces when 
skin is exposed to the sun. 

“I think we’re finally getting some traction on vitamin D, ’’Johnson said. “In an indoor environ- 
ment, you’re controlling your rays.” 

In Chicago, there are 108 businesses licensed to operate tanning beds, according to a RedEye 
analysis of data provided by the Illinois Department of Public Health, which regulates these 
salons. Lincoln Park and Lakeview seem to be tanning oases, while there are few of these salons 
on the South Side— with the exception of the Garfield Ridge area. 

It’s unknown how many businesses last year had active tanning licenses because of the way 
the Illinois Department of Public Health keeps its records, spokeswoman Kelly Jakubek 
said. 

In recent years, tanning bed operators have faced negative light shining on their 
industry The report by the International Agency for Research on Cancer, part of 
the World Health Organization, concluded that the risk of cutaneous melanoma is 
increased by 75 percent when use of tanning devices starts before the age of 30. 
Johnson said he was prepared for feedback in the first two weeks after the report 
was released, but it was not really a problem. 

“I think if nothing else, it may be a nice little warning sign, whatever you do, 
do it in moderation and be responsible,” Johnson said, tswartz@tribune.com 


THE RULES OF TANNING 

Tanning bed operators face requirements about sanitation, 
protective eyewear and client record-keeping under Illinois law. 

» Interested tanning bed operators must submit an application 
to the Illinois Department of Public Health for review and pay a 
fee of $250. 

» Each year, tanning bed operators are required to submit a 
renewal form along with a $150 fee. The IDPH or the local health 
department inspects each facility once during each permit year. 
» No one younger than 14 is allowed to use a tanning device. 
Teenagers between the ages of 14 and 17 must obtain parental 
written consent. 

» Each customer shall be provided with protective eyewear. The 
operator shall not allow a consumer to use a tanning device if 
the consumer will not wear protective eyewear. 

»The operator shall provide the customers access to toilet and 
handwashing facilities with hot and cold running water and cloth 
towels or disposable paper towels. 

» Dogs, cats, birds, reptiles and other pets are not permitted in 
tanning facilities. This exclusion does not apply to guide dogs or 
fish in aquariums.

Arrests 
in 1991 
kidnapping 

□ PLACERVILLE, Calif. Joyous, miraculous 
news that a little girl kidnapped nearly two 
decades ago was found alive gave way Thursday 
to the horrifying details of how police say she 
has lived all those years: kept by a convicted 
rapist in his backyard as a sex slave and forced 
to bear two of his children. 

Jaycee Lee Dugard, who was ii in 1991 when 
she was snatched from her school bus stop, was 
locked away from the outside world behind a 
series of fences, sheds and tents in the back of 
a suburban home. 

Her abductor, investigators said, raped her 
for years and fathered two children with her, 
the first when Jaycee was about 14. Those chil- 
dren, both girls now ii and 15, also were kept 
hidden away in the backyard compound. 

Dugard, now 29, was reunited Thursday with 
her mother, but the meeting was tempered 
with sadness as the family learned she had spent 
most of her life as a virtual slave. 

“She was in good health, but living in a back- 
yard for the past 18 years does take its toll,” El 
Dorado County Undersheriff Fred Kollar said. 

Convicted sex offender Phillip Garrido, 58, 
was charged with various kidnapping and sex 
charges. His wife also was arrested, and authori- 
ties said she was with Garrido during the kid- 
napping in South Lake Tahoe. 

Garrido was on lifetime parole. 

The case broke after Garrido was spot- 
ted Tuesday with two children as he tried to 
enter the University of California, Berkeley, 
campus to hand out religious literature. The 
officers said he was acting suspiciously to- 
ward the children. They questioned him and 
did a background check, determining he was 
a parolee, and informed his parole officer. 


17-year-old sailor youngest 
to sail around the world

youngest person to sail solo around the world. 

Mike Perham grabbed the record Thursday 
after sailing 28,000 miles to cross the finish line 
off the coast of Cornwall, in southern England, 
after a mere nine months.

“Nobody 
wants to go talk with guys I played with and get the 
real story, so a bunch of people come in here for a 
couple of hours a day and want to ask you controver- 


sial questions, knowing you’re going to give them a 
legit answer, and twist everything around and make 
it a story” 

Bradley made headlines Wednesday when he was 
asked if the “hatred” he says he believes is directed 
toward him is racially tinged. He responded that 
‘^A.merica doesn’t believe in racism,” and said he prays 
the game is only nine innings “so I can be out there 
the least amount of time as possible and go home.” 

Cubs security said there has been no known 
incident of racial taunting of Bradley, and Bradley 
declined to give specifics. 

So what did the media “twist”? 

“Well, you know, there’s not really any need to get 
into it because you can’t win in this situation,” he 
replied.

Chicagoans are in demand when it comes to reality TV, and 
Jimmy D’Ambrosio knows exactly why

News 
anchor Giuliana DePandi, Chicago contestants also have a 
good track record of winning shows such as Bravo’s “Top 
Chef” and The CW’s ‘America’s Next Top Model,” So how 
do Chicagoans get plucked from obscurity and thrust into 
reality TV superstardom? Casting directors and produc- 
ers as well as Chicago’s reality TV alums tell RedEye that 
Chicago’s “it” factor boils down to a Midwestern charm, an 
honest yet competitive attitude and a diverse talent pool.

“We learn to drive in Chicago, competing to get the 
parking spaces and make it to the front of the pack 
so we can make the light before it turns red,” Britt 
“McKe/' Sullivan, 20, winner of cycle ii of ‘America’s 
Next Top Model,” wrote in an e-mail, ‘Also, we learn 
that if we are going to get anywhere in life we must 
differentiate ourselves from the others who are like us, 
otherwise we will not be noticed,” 

Chicagoans can be competitive, but they don’t throw 
anyone under the bus, said Season 4 “Top Chef” win- 
ner Stephanie Izard, 32, who lives in Bucktown, For 
example, viewers didn’t see her bad-mouthing other 
chefs, “I don’t generally talk crap about people on a 
day-to-day basis,” she said. And she didn’t talk crap on 
the show either. 

Also, Chicagoans don’t have much of a cutthroat 


attitude, said Izard, who’s opening her restaurant in 
2010 in the West Loop: “We’re nice, cool, laid-back 
people,”

Not only does Chicago’s geography factor into its 
appeal attracting people from the entire region to 
casting calls, but the city’s Midwestern values also are 
alluring.

and therefore it’s newer and fresher and you’re more 


open to it,” he said. 

And Chicagoans are so well-rounded that they 
appeal to the rest of the country, Nicole D’Ambrosio 
said, Chicagoans, she said, can relate to New York’s 
tough mentality to get things done, the South’s interest 
in strong family values, and the West Coast’s easygoing 
attitude, 

“Chicagoans have the perfect mix of sophistica- 
tion and all-American values. We’re Midwesterners, 
and Midwesterners still make the vast majority of 
the country comfortable,” said Michael Niederman, 
chairman of the TV department at Columbia College 
Chicago, 

“Ideally, they want people both savvy and accept- 
able to a wide swath of the American audience, and 
Chicagoans fit that bill,”

Sometimes it takes serious pain to get into the 
funny business. 

That’s something familiar to Demetri Martin, 
the star of Ang Lee’s “Taking Woodstock,” which 
opens Friday and better known as a stand-up 
comic and overlord of “Important Things with 
Demetri Martin” on Comedy Central. The sec- 
ond season will air early next year. 

By most measures, Martin was a serial do- 
gooder at Ydle (Class of ’95). He served on the 
Tale College Council, ran a soup kitchen and 
started a youth group with a Greek Orthodox 
church. He was on track to become a lawyer, a 
goal he formed as far back as the 7th grade. 

“I thought I had it pretty well figured out,” 
he says. 

But when his father died in his junior year 
at age 46 of kidney cancer, Martin began to 
unconsciously reconsider his path. 

“Seeing your dad die so young is a very dra- 
matic reminder of how short life is,” he says.

“You get to this point where you’re making a 
bigger life decision. It puts it in a weird per- 
spective. What am I doing here? I’m gonna die 
just like everyone else, so how can I improve 
the quality of my experience now? What activi- 
ties do I like doing? When you lose a parent at 
a young age, you can’t help but feel that that’s 


part of your destiny” 

His destiny also included stints writing for 
Conan O’Brien and Jon Stewart as he built his 
identity with oddball one-liners, sketching- 
enhanced punch lines and musical numbers. 
Signs that perhaps he would not be an Ivy 
League-groomed barrister crept up during his 
four years in New Haven. 

Before Martin, now 36 and living in New 
Tbrk City, ascended to making strangers bust a 
gut as a profession, he had to break his mother’s 
heart by announcing that he was quitting NYU 
Law School a year short of graduation. 

Only recently did Martin feel closure on the 
matter. As he tells it, he glided through midtown 
traffic in a cab with his mother one day, and she 
said, “Could you imagine being a lawyer?” 

Martin finds himself carrying nearly every 
frame of “Taking Woodstock,” the dramatized 
memoir adaptation of an aspiring painter named 
Elliot who in his own little way helped bring 
about history’s most influential rock concert. 


Talk about your wacky trips, man. Martin’s film 
experience was limited to one-day walk-ons. His 
break came about when the daughter of screen- 
writer and producer James Schamus showed her 
dad a clip of Martin on YouTube. Schamus, a 
longtime Ang Lee collaborator, invited Martin 
for a meeting and then an audition. 

“I started hearing his voice,” Schamus said. “I 
started writing for Demetri.” 

Despite zero thespian training and infinite 
misgivings, Martin hitched along for the ride. 

“These guys have a lot of experience, so they 
must see something in my demeanor that they 
could work with,” he says. “Very rarely in life 
as a grown-up do you get to do a kind of new 
professional task, a whole new set of moves. It’s 
a rare opportunity” 

Again faced with the unexpected, Martin 
killed, as they say in comedy 

Co-star Liev Schreiber said, “I think 
Demetri’s a neurotic person, and I think that 
worked for him.”

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Guitar heroes 

On Jan. 23, 2008, Led Zeppelin’s Jimmy Page, U2’sThe Edge and Jack 
White (of the White Stripes, the Raconteurs and the Dead Weather) 
gathered to discuss the electric guitar and play parts of each other’s 
songs. In between footage of this summit, director Davis Guggenheim 
C^n Inconvenient Truth”) splices footage of the guys charting the 
development of their iconic sounds and reflecting on their upbringing. 

The buzz: There’s no doubt that the guitar has a voice and a personal- 
ity, well-demonstrated by Page (whose axe drawls and stretches), the 
Edge (exercises and tinkers) and White (screams and howls). Does that 
fact deserve its own documentary? 

The verdict: More of a toast to inspiration than a barometer of where 
guitar rock is now, “It Might Get Loud” delivers plenty of indelible 
moments for music lovers, from the Edge listening to an old demo 
for “Where the Streets Have No Name” to Page, in archival footage, 
appearing on TV and declaring he plans to go into biological research. 
What the movie does, though, is tap into the simultaneously deliberate 
and accidental occurrence of creativity and success, and a song’s path 
from the brain to the fingers to the ears to the stadium.

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Oprah Network faces early problems 


Los Angeles Times 

The Oprah Winfrey Network seems 
to have everything needed to succeed: 
some of the best creative minds in the 
business, strong financial backing, a 
loyal audience and enthusiastic adver- 
tisers eager to buy commercial time. 

But more than 20 months after the 
announcement that Winfrey was team- 
ing with Discovery Communications to 
create a cable channel that celebrates 
her ethos, “Living your best life,” not 
much has happened— except for a 
revolving door of executives. 

Three top programmers abruptly 
left the L.A.-based network in recent 
months, and development spending has 
been cut. OWN was supposed to have 
launched by now, but its debut has been 
pushed back to mid-2010. 

Executives declined to provide a new 
target date. 

“It’s kind of like the Death Star over 
there— not a lot is coming out,” said 
Brent Poer, managing director of the 
West Coast offices of the ad-buying 
firm MediaVest. “This is a signal that 


they are trying to decide who they are.” 

Channel managers describe the fits 
and starts as growing pains of a new 
venture. 

In an interview, OWN chief execu- 
tive Christina Norman said her team 
had spent the last few months examin- 
ing their strategy, the mix of programs 
in development and the marketing 
messages. Norman acknowledged that 
she reined in spending at the channel, 
but said it simply made sense to tamp 
down the expenditures until closer to 
the launch. One person said she put a 
ban on frequent cake splurges. 

In late July, the management group— 
including Winfrey, who is chairman of 
OWN; Discovery boss David Zaslav; 
consultant Tom Freston; Norman; 
and the newly hired programmer, 
Jamila Hunter— spent an intense day 
at OWN’s new offices on Wilshire 
Boulevard making “a deep dive” into the 
channel’s DNA. 

“We talked a lot about what we are 
trying to create here, and how do we 
wrestle it to the ground,” Norman said. 


“We started to see a big thread emerge 
and decided that we should be telling 
the stories of life, the things that mat- 
ter to us— the love stories, the work 
stories and all the things that make up 
real life.” 

The channel plans to diversify beyond 
reality shows by acquiring documenta- 
ries. And it still is trying to figure out 
how to best involve Winfrey, especially 
after she is expected to end her syndi- 
cated daytime show in May 2011. 

“We are going to do a ton of specials 
and find unique ways for Oprah to be 
involved,” Norman said. 

She added that this fall there would 
be announcements about programs and 
a channel launch date. 

MediaVest’s Poer said he understood 
why the channel was taking its time. 

“It doesn’t make sense to rush it,” 
Poer said. ‘And long term, this is a 
smarter play The worst thing that could 
happen would be to show everyone the 
baby, and then everyone says, ‘Oooh, the 
baby’s ugly’ What they are simply saying 
is, ‘Let’s don’t give birth yet.’ ”
